At Danville, a tornado on No­ 
vember 
16, 
1926, destroyed 23 
buildings, necessitating assistance 
for 35 persons. A mine explosion 
at Connellsville on December 9 of 
the same year killed I 
person, 
injured ft-Aiod destroyed IO build­ 
ings; the Red Cross assisted 15 
person* after this- disaster. 
An 
explosion at East Butler, June 9 
of this year, killed two persons, 
injured 5. and destroyed or dam­ 
aged 26 buildings. 
The Red Cross went to the aid 
of the sufferers immediately and 
rendered such assistance as the 
emergency called for. 
The other 
disasters were a tornado in Un­ 
ion county, in 
which 
the 
Red 
Cross aided 75 persons; a mine 
explosion at Clymer, in whic.i 
200 wen* assisted; a fire at H ar­ 
risonville, in which 19 were as­ 
sisted; another mine explosion in 
Cambria county, in which 2*1 wer*j 
assisted.

A recount of the votes cast for 
Wilbur A. Geiselman, Gettysburg, Re­ 
publican candidate for clerk of the 
courts, in the second ward here, was 
ordered by Judge McPherson late this 
morning after an apparent discrep­ 
ancy in Geiselman’s vote in that pre­ 
cinct w*as uncovered. 
On the official sheets, from which 
Judge McPherson read the totals for 
the recorders, Geiselman was credit­ 
ed with 309 votes in the second ward. 
Other Republican candidates ran far 
ahead of him in that ward on the 
basis of that return. 
Order Recount 
In the unofficial count, Geiselman 
was credited with 409 votes in the 
second ward. 
This difference and 
that between Geiselman’s vote and 
that of other Republican candidates 
in the second ward induced the court 
to order the second ward election 
board to bring its ballot box into 
court for a recount. 
The recount showed that Geiselman 
actually received 412 instead of 309 
votes in the second ward, while Pal­ 
m er’s vote remained unchanged. 
On the basis of the new figure ac­ 
credited Geiselman 
in

ward, he won election as clerk of the 
courts by a majority of 40 votes over
